FRENCH BUILD GIANT 


WIRELESS TO AID U.S. 


[BY INTERNATIONA!. NEWS.] 


With the French Armies, April S.— 
The French navy has just entered the- 
international contest for the honor or 
building and possessing the most pow- 
erful -wireless station in the world. 
In support of its claims that Its 


newly constructed station exceeds all 
others now in operation, the French 
navy has just demonstrated its ability 
to send messages as far as Australia. 
The stations there, which registered 
the. messages from the new French 
naval 
station, 
were 
not 
powerful 
enough to acknowledge by wireless 
their receipt, but had the courtesy to 
reply by ordinary cable 
that 
the 
French wireless communications had 
been received. 
The new French naval wireless sta- 
tion is in reality an acknowledgment 
of gratitude of the French navy to the 
United States for its entrance into trje 
war. 
The moment America made-its for- 


mal declaration against the enemies 
of-France, the French navy decided 
to erect Immediately a powerful wire- 
less station that would put France 
into constant and sure touch -with 
America. It was planned also' as a

The old way of measuring- the crops 
v-out.'! be so" many barrels of flour to 
the acre rind allowing: five to six bush- 
e's per barrel; one acre would supply 
two ordinary families a 
year with

STREET TRADES ACT 


APPLIES TO STATE 


Madison, April 9.—A circular letter 
has been sent out by tho 
Industrial 
Commission to boards of education, 
newspapers, 
and 
news 
dealers 
throughout the state calling attention 
to tho law enacted at the special ses- 
sion of the legislature 
relating 
to 
street trades. 
This new law extends the', street 
trades act, hitherto applicable'only to 
Milwaukee, to the entire state. Un- 
der this act no boy under twelvo, and 
no girl under elghen thetotshrdlucmf 
no girl under eighteen years of age 
may engage in any street trade, such 
as the sale or delivery of newspapers, 
the distribution of hand bills, or shoe 
shining. 
Boys between twelve and 


seventeen years of age may not be 
employed at street trades during the 


session of school, but may work at 
such trades before and after school 
hours if they first secure 
a 
street 
trades permit. 
No street trading is 
allowed before five o'clock 
in 
the 
morning or after 7:30 in the evening. 
Permits for street trading are to be 
issued In every locality by the board 
of education, or by some person depu- 
tized by the board to issue these per- 
mits. 
It is expected that the truant 


officers will be the ones deputized to 
Issue these permits. . To secure 
a 
street trades permit the parents of 
the boy must file with the issuing of- 
ficer an application in writing there- 
for. 
The principal of 
the 
school 
which tho boy Is attending must also 
sign a statement to the effect that he 
is satisfied that the boy Is mentally 
and physically able to engage in a 
street trade besides his regular.school 
work. 
The Industrial Commission is vested 


with authority to modify tho rules re- 
garding street trades permits in the 
different localities in the state, other 
than in Milwaukee. It, however, has
